plane crashed during a blinding 
snow storm on M ichigan’s U pper 
Peninsula. 
The sm ash u p brought 
the w eather caused death total to 
eight 
The big cold 
front had sw ept 
across

m idsection, 
bringing the first killing frost of 
the season to the Midwest, before 
it 
roared over 
the A ppalachian 
M ountains Monday night 
A squall line formed, stirring up 
gale 
force winds 
which ranged 
from 60 to 88 rn 
p h. across New 
York state, New Jersey , Connecti­ 
cut, 
M assachusetts, 
and 
Pensyl- 
vatiia. 
A Secaucus, N 
J , w om an w as 
killed when the wind hurled her 
down concrete steps.

In New York City, 
the winds hit 80 rn. p. h. and two

office building roof. 
In the cold fro n t’s wake, crisp 
fall w eath er spread from T exas to 
New England and from the n o rth ­ 
ern G reat Lakes to Georgia. 
At Chicago, w here the m ercu ry 
lilt 32 degrees today, it was 
the 
coldest w eather since M arch 30. 
T exas had its first severe norther 
of the season, with the m ercu ry 
slumping to 27 at D alhart 
Snow 
fell

Michigan and Ohio 
to 
P ennsylvania and West Virginia. 
T e m p era tu res 
were

early today in p arts of Illinois and 
M ichigan and in the 30s and 40s 
in most sections from the Rocky 
Mountains to the Gulf of Mexico 
coastline.

Govt to Buy 
Pork, Lard, to 
Bolster Prices 


i 
W ill Be Used 
In School Lunch, 
Welfare Programs 


W A SHINGTON C R I— The gov 
e rn m e n t has launched a pork and 
lard buying venture to give a psy­ 
chological 
boost to sagging 
hog 
prices and a political lift to Mid­ 
w estern hog raisers. 
The pork will 
be used for school lunches and wel­ 
fare program s 
Secretary of A griculture Ezra T 
Benson announced late Monday the 
governm ent will begin buying “as 
soon as practicable’’ about 85 mil­ 
lion dollars w orth of dressed pork 
and lard to “assist farm ers in ail 
ju sting their production to market 
d em a n d .” 
A dm inistration 
political 
strate 
gists hope th e action will quiet 
farm er discontent in the generally 
R epublican Midwest as well as bol­ 
s te r the corn hog m arket. 
F arm ers 
say they a re in a terrific cost price 
squeeze, with receipts out of pro­ 
portion to what they have to pay 
for the things they buy. 
From Customs R eceipts 
F unds for the new program will 
com e from customs receipts which 
can be devoted to price props for 
th e hog industry. 
T he money will 
buy, roughly, 
about 
170 million 
pounds o f processed pork and about 
30 million pounds of lard. 
The 
p rog ram will extend th rough Aug. 
1956. 
* 
The amount of pork and m oney 
involved is small com pared with 
th e value of the pork industry. The 
pork am ounts only to aboil* one 
week Vs 
slaughter of 
fe d e ra ls in­ 
spected hog m eat 
The money is 
peanuts 
com pared 
with 
annual 
gross incom e of about four billion 
dollars for live hogs. 
It is doubtful if the pork buying 
program in itself will have m uch 
effect on raising prices at live hog 
m arkets. 
The 
small 
a m o u n t of 
m oney and the am ount of pork to 
be bought probably c o u ld n ’t do it. 
But an A griculture D epartm ent 
official said the farm ers and poli­ 
ticians “ will be happier if some­ 
thin g is going o n ” — if they have 
con crete evidence the d ep artm en t 
is trying to do som ething. 
He said 
th e buying program m ight h a w a 
psychological value in its m arket 
effect and “could c arry a certain 
am o un t of reassu ran ce." 
Benson has been u n d er pressure 
— from both politicians and farm ­ 
e rs — to do som ething about the 
cost-price squeeze and sagging farm

he w as stricken. 
He w as rushed 
I to S h erm an hospital here, w h ere 
ihe died. 
D aniels served in the Navy d u r ­ 
ing the first World W ar and w as 
elected K ane county probate judge 
in 1926. 
He later served on the 
K endall county bench and as K an e 
county Republican central c o m m it­ 
te e m a n before be was elected to 
the 16th Judicial Circuit post in 
1951. 
In 1954 he was nom inated for 
a seat on the State Suprem e Court, 
but was defeated. 
Survivors 
in­ 
clude a wile and a daughter.

of her 6-months-old baby, w rapped 
him in a plastic bag and locked 
him in an autom obile while she 
went to work. 
Detective Ll. G uy F ra n co cu r who 
investigated the case said it was 
“ m ore pitiful th an crim inal.” 
He 
| said the young m other, a 30 year- 
old office w orker, left the baby 
in the c a r each day because she 
could not find a baby sitter. 
T he m o th er’s 
n a m e was w ith­ 
held. 
She told 
police she was 
sep arated from h e r husband and 
had two children, one 4 years old 
w h o was kept in a nursing hom e 
while she worked and the infant 
jW'ho was “ so young and so m uch 
trouble th a t nobody w ants to look 
after h im .” 
“ I have m oney to p ay someone 
to look after him but I ju st could­ 
n ’t 
find 
help,” 
she said. 
“ And 
I m ust keep m y job to care for 
m yself and the two children.” 
A railroad worker beard muffled 


cries and saw the baby w rapped 
in a plastic bag in the re a r scat 
of a car. 
Investigating police reached thru 
a partly opened window, unlocked 
th e c a r and rushed the baby to St. 
J u s tin e ’s hospital w here ho dran k 
tw o bottles of w arm milk. 
An ex 
am in atio n showed he had “ bruises 
a n d blisters on his h eels” where 
his legs were bound with a cotton 
h an d k erch ief but was otherw ise in 
“ fine sh ap e.” 
The m other discovered the ear 
w as m issing and telephoned police. 
At h e a d q u arters she explained she 
had been leaving the baby in the 
car for two weeks, rushing out at 
noon to feed him. 
She placed him 
in the plastic bag to p ro tec t him 
from insects, she said. and tied 
his ankles to keep him from kick­ 
in g and m aking worse som e blist­ 
ers on his heels. 
A fter work, she said, she would 
pick up the baby and her car, 
drive to the nursing hom e to pick­ 
up h er 4-year-old child and take 
them hom e. 


WASHINGTON IF—T he develop 
mg race for the D em ocratic p resi­ 
dential nom ination took a new turn 
today when a key >outhcrn D em o­ 
crat c a m e out for Ohio's five-term 
Gov. F ran k J Lausche. 
Sen. Richard B 
Russell (D-Ga), 
leader of the southern D em ocratic 
bloc in the Senate and the South’s 
own candidate for the presidential 
nom ination at the 1952 convention. 
told rep orters m New 
York that 
he ha" 
a 
“ great adm iration for 
L au sche.” w hom he described as 
a 
"middle of th 0 road D em o crat.” 
Russell added both Adlai FL Ste­ 
venson and New York Gov. Averell 
H arrim an are "too far over to the 
left” to suit him 
But he acknowl­ 
edged 
that Stevenson 
seem s to 
have a slight edge in the race for 
the nomination at present, because 
of hi" previous candidacy. 
L ausche, who was also in New 
York 
today 
by 
a pp aren t 
coinci­ 
dence. told new sm en he was “ ap ­ 
preciative, of co urse” of R ussells 
re m a rk s but “ beyond that I have 
no com m ent 
Some E ye Johnson 
Russell 
>aid he personally has 
“ no intention of becoming a can­ 
didate in 1956.” 
His 
en do rsem en t 
of 
Lausche 
cam e u> other conservative south­ 
erners w ere casting about 
for a 
candidate behind whom they can 
ma"" th eir considerable delegate 
.strength at the 
1956 
D em ocratic 
convention. 
Some powerful southerners are 
eyeing Senate D em ocratic L eader 
Lyndon B 
Johnson as a possible 
nominee despite lys heart attack. 
T h e s e 
Southerner" 
adm itted 
se r­ 
ious reservations, however, about 
w hether John ••■in's 
health 
would 
perm it him to be a candidate. 
Like P resid ent Eisenhow er, J o h n ­ 
son suffered a heart attack this 
year 
a m oderately severe attack 
which kept hun out of the Senate 
d uring tin' final month of Congress.

Feminine participation in Illinois 
law making appears headed for 
an increase. Gov. William G Strat­ 
ton has urged party leaders thru 
out the state to encourage more 
women to run for the state legis 
lature. 
With more women voters 
than men. he feels it is good pol 
itics to attract female voters to 
the GOP. 
Already he has shown the way 
by the recent appointment of Mrs 
Margaret Hayes, Chicago, widow 
of the former Edward A. Hayes, 
former national commander of the 
American Legion, to membership 
on the Illinois State Youth Com 
mission. 
He also can point to his 
appointment early in his term of 
Miss Vera Binks, Kewanee, to be 
director of the department of State 
Registration and Education 
Thus Stratton is the first gover­ 
nor in the state’s history to accord 
women outstanding recognition in 
state posts. 
His selection of Miss 
Binks, a former 
Henry 
county 
judge, as a department director, 
made her the first woman to be 
a member of an Illinois Governor’s 
Cabinet. And a woman. Miss Mar­ 
ion Keevers, Coal City, is his ex­ 
ecutive secretary, first woman to 
hold the post. 
Stratton feels the number of wo­ 
men 
lawmakers 
at 
Springfield 
should be at least doubled. He says 
it is not only because women vot­ 
ers in Illinois outnumber the men, 
but because it is fitting and pro­ 
per that state government have the 
benefits of a woman’s view There 
are now five women members in 
the Illinois House and two in the 
Senate 
He feels women lawmaker', will 
be valuable in dealing with school 
problems, the number and import­ 
ance of which increase with each 
succeeding session, and with crime 
and juvenile delinquency. Ho said 
the increased number of districts 
for the Chicago suburbs, both in
